Juvenile Delinquency

>
“Where you have a concentration of sub-culture
elements—whether among the rich or among the poor
—there you have delinquency . . . The answer to delin-
quency is prevention, rather than correction . . . We
must find the vulnerable children and then examine, diagnose,
and treat.”

That was the gist of the comprehensive talk on juvenile
delinquency delivered here Thursday by Ben Solomon, noted
author, lecturer, and authority on the subject,

Solomon indicated that sub-culture elements can be found
in all areas, regardless of creeds, colors, nationalities, or income
brackets.

“There are two kinds of problems faced by youngsters,”
Solomon said. “One is hereditary--the qualities they are born
with, The other is environment--the most important part of
which is the mother.”

The lack of a law requiring
off-street parking for new busi-
nesses here is undoing all the
good that an off-street parking
assessment distriet is trying to
do downtown, Councilman Mer-
vin M. Schwab said this week.

Nick Drale and Willys Blount.

The Torrance Press and local
residents campaigned actively
in favor of such a law.

The surprise move came at a
meeting of the Torrance Edu-
cational Advisory Committee
Monday. Blount and other
speakers had been invited to
voice their opinions on the
pros and cons of the matter.
The consolidation proposal
calls for holding City Council
and School Board elections at
the same time rather than at
different times as is presently
the case.
